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Board  Supports  Student  Involvement 
in  School  Governance 


In  1 985  the  legislature  passed  House  Joint  Resolution  26,  urg- 
ing the  trustees  of  each  school  district  to  appoint  a  nonvoting 
student  to  represent  the  school  student  body.  In  response  to 
the  resolution,  the  State  Board  of  Public  Education  issued  the 
following  statement  to  all  districts: 

Student  Representation 

The  board  believes  that  the  active  involvement  of  students  in 
their  education,  including  educational  planning  and  evaluation 
and  the  fostering  of  a  spirit  of  inquiry  whereby  students  may 
freely  express  their  views  and  listen  to  and  evaluate  the  opin- 
ions of  others,  are  two  factors  which  are  essential  to  the  crea- 
tion of  the  stimulating  learning  environment.  Students  may 
bring  different  types  of  information  and  opinions,  which  may 
not  have  been  heard  regularly  in  the  past.  Very  often  members 
of  the  school  community  are  unaware  of  student  reactions  to 
developments  in  their  schools.  Conversely,  governance  deci- 
sions which  concern  students  may  not  reach  them,  and 
misunderstandings  sometimes  result. 

The  board  considers  the  following  criteria  important  in  the 
selection  of  student  advisors  and  states  them  here  for  con- 
sideration at  the  local  level: 

1 .  An  interest  in  and  understanding  of  the  governance  of 
education. 

2.  The  ability  to  communicate  with  peers  and  perceive  stu- 
dent needs  and  perspectives. 

3.  The  ability  to  represent  student  perspectives  responsibly 
in  an  adult  setting. 

4.  The  ability  to  contribute  the  necessary  time  to  attend 
meetings,  review  background  materials  and  prepare  for  possi- 
ble presentations. 

5.  A  record  of  leadership  qualities.

Wollman's  name  was  drawn  from  the  many  Montana  stu- 
dents who  submitted  essays  on  the  theme,  "Our  Statue: 
Teacher  of  Liberty."  One  student  among  the  states'  winners  will 
be  selected  to  read  his  or  her  essay  before  a  national  television 
audience.
